protest as “totally unacceptable.” 


Tile note, second Moscow pro­ 
test this week against raids on 
its ships, came only a few hours 
after the State Department said 
two unidentified jet planes fj*od 
on a U. S. cargo ship Thursday 
night in international waters off 
Cuho. The planes appeared to lie 
Soviet-built MIG jets. Washington 
sources said. Tile ship was not 
hit, and the Cuban government 
said later its planes “probably 
fired in error” on the vessel. 
Exile raiders attacked the Baku 
fit dawn Tuesday in the north Cu­ 
ban port of Caiharien. Moscow 
said the strike came as the vessel 


was preparing to sail with a load 
of sugar. The Havana press added 
the ('huge that the raiders were 
directed to their target by U S.

Scranton Lists Sales Tax Add 
$1,125 Billion 
Budget Is Planned 
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HARRISBURG 
(AP) — Gov. 
Scranton will present a budget of 
approximately $1,125 billion for 
1963-64 to the legislature next 
week and ask that the sales tax 
be extended to clothing to help 
raise revenue to balance it, sourc- 
e® here said Friday. 
The 
budget 
recommendations 
would be approximately $98 mil­ 
lion higher than present approp­ 
riations of $1,034 billion, the source 
said, and the governor was con­ 
sidering these alternate plans to 
raise die needed money: 
I. Raise die 4 per cent sales tax 
to 4’a per cent and include cloth­ 


ing: raise die six-cents-a-pack ci­ 
garette tax by one or two cents. 
2. Keep the sales tax at 4 per 
cent, but include clothing, trade-in 
values, 
across-the-bar 
safes 
of 
beer and liquor and cigarettes: 
impose excise taxes on cosmetics 
and soft drinks. 
Sources estimated the governor 
would need in the area of $140 
million in now taxes to balance 
the budget. This would represent 
about $95 million to maintain pres­ 
ent programs and tho remainder 
in increased aid.

'IH E so-called Olivet Discourse 
comprises the m ajor part of to­ 
day’s lesson. This is the n a m e 
given to the prophecies given by J 
C hrist on Tuesday of Holy Week 
as He sat on tile Mount of Olives, 
the famous hill just opposite Je ­ 
rusalem to the east. On the other 
side of the crest of this hill was 
Bethany. 


Present for this discourse were 
only four of C hrist’s disciples — 
Peter, Jam es. John and Andrew. 
It was precipitated by a rem ark 
m ade by one of his disciples as 
they all em erged from J e r u s a- 
lem ’s temple, where G irist h a d 
just commended the poor woman 
for her donation to the treasury. 
One of tile disciples r e m a r k e d 
about die beauty of the stones and 
architecture of the tem ple, which 
was indeed the most magnificent J 
on the eastern shore of the Mech- ■ 
Lerranean. 
Jest us replied gloomily that not | 
! one of those beautiful stones would 
be left standing. It was the four 
disciples’ request for illumination 
of that statem ent which led to the 
; Olivet Discourse. 


C hrist's prophecy regarding tile 
temple w as fulfilled just 40 years 
, later, in TO A.D., when the temple 
! and fortifications of Jerusalem 
were leveled by the Roman gen- 
1 era I Titus in tho Jewish War. 
The events which Jesus predicts 
’ can be divided into three parts or 
phases — those occurring before 
the great tribulation (M ark 13:5- 
13), those during the tribulation 
i (M ark 13:14-23) and those a f t e r 
tile tribulation (M ark 13:24-27). 
; 
In the first, "rumors” of war 
I means talk of war — and when 
1 has there been mom than at the 
I current tim e.” 


T ie great tribulation I t s e l f , 
which is to come, will i n c l u d e 
great desecration of religion — of 
the tem ple. This will be the worst 
period of tribulation since the be­ 
ginning of m an’s history. 


After this groat tribulation, three 
events will occur. F irst, there will 
be great disturbances in the heav­ 
ens, far g reater than a n y thing 
man could produce with his space 
exiieriments. Secondly, G irist will 
return in power and glory. T hird­ 
ly, angels will be sent to gather 
God’s elect. 


C hrist’s prediction that all these 
things shall be accom plished be­ 
fore "tills generation" shall pass 
away, has caused some difference 
of opinion am ong scholars. Gen 
orally it is held that this m eans 
the generation or nation or people 
of Israel, not any tem poral per- 
I iod. 


Over and over, in M atthew ’s ac­ 
count of this discourse, C h r i s t 
exhorts His followers to w a t c h 
constantly for the hour of His re 
turn. M ark is not repetitive in his 
recording of this exhortation, but 
does reix)rd it once. It does not 
m ean that we are to try to ascer­ 
tain the particular time of this re­ 
turn in advance, but rath er that 
we should be eternally vigilant in 
our duties as G iristians, so we 
will not be caught unaw are, or 
spiritually asleep, T ien we shall 
need no fear of the Lord’s arrival. 


The last event recorded in our 
lesson is one which chronologically 
took place several days earlier, 
the anointing of Jesus by M ary of 
J Bethany on Saturday evening be­ 
fore Holy Week. On no other deed 
does Jesus ever bestow 
s u c h 
praise.

The motion pictures in the last six 
years have decided to go dishabille to 
incite ticket sales. The loosening of the 
movie censorship code played only a 
part in undraping the starlets. 
Such pictures as “The Immoral Mr. 
Teas/' “Not Tonight, Henry,” and the 
slew of quasi-informative nudist camp 
‘documentaries* would have been un­ 
thinkable a few years ago. 
Somehow one can’t feel that it is en­ 
tirely ui> to the vicissitudes of the 
Hayes Office whether the screen flickers 
with bare bottoms or coverup clothing 
are censorable. 
There must he a demand for these 
movies, it is obvious. There is a demand, 
there always was a demand, and there 
a lw a y s will he a demand. Show enough 
skin, and dollar hills will peel off bank­ 
rolls as fast as the silk scarves off a 
la‘ter-dny Salome. 
S an tiling in the consciousness of the 
o”’.Ii • broke within the past ten years. 
Tao lit;lr machine that flashed red when 
n • klin< s dipped too low went on the 
Tri ' sometime after the Korean War 
rad is still inoperative. 
The public consciousness, that used 
t > gasp at the sight of lledy Lamarr 
taking a bath, or rise in anger at such 
an innocuous effort as “The Moon is 
Blue,” relaxed. 
It was like the little boy taking his 
linger out of the dike. Girly magazines, 
once printed on cheap palier and sell­ 
ing for small change, now seemed the 
forefront of literary and sophisticated 
publications. 
Movies with barrels of decolletage 
hanging all over the place began to lie 
shown in the better houses. Art for the 
feeble-minded became synonymous with 
nudity. 


The flood burst ujxm the American 
scene with a startling rapidity. Once 
publishers and producers knew they 
could “get away with it,” they began to 
film the bodies beautiful in earnest. 
What triggered the eruption? 
No one cared tex) much anymore. You 
can’t lay this naked baby upon anyone’s 
doorstep but the public. 
Preachers 
can 
admonish 
all 
they 
want from the pulpit; when nobody 
listens, when no one cares, the “art” 
movies are the result. 
Form— the human form—can be art; 
it can be nothing more than the human 
form. Presentation in an incident, skill­ 
fully executed can make it art. 
These movies are tantalizers, not art. 
Very few even lay claim to being art, 
but the panderers of the films in the 
towns where they make the money feel 
the need to label their presentations 
something more acceptable than “erotic 
film being shown today.” 
Not that the exposed figure should 
l>e censored out of art forms—freedom 
in this sphere is essential to the produc­ 
tion of true art. 
But there will always be the cheapies. 
They will always take advantage of a 
liberty to turn it into a license. 
It is not the solution of the problem 
to censor the life out a medium; the 
solution lies in the education of the 
many to quality in the medium. Selec­ 
tivity on the part of the public will 
cause atrophy of the girly movies and 
magazines because they will not make 
money. 
To realize the responsibility to choose 
quality— this choice is a definite respon­ 
sibility of the individual to help the 
community, and is not the responsibility 
of the community— is the first step to 
realize what is quality is a lifework.

Atom Too Much With Us 


Dear Abby 


Two And Two 
Are NOT Four! 


Fifteen years ago. when he was 
he.id of the U. S. Atomic Energy 
Commission, anything that David 
Lilienthal had to say about the 
u* s of the atom was front-page 
stuff. 
Ten years ago, when he had 
loft the government service to 
Kvomo a Wall Street man. Li- 
licnthal could still command a 
big aucLenoe. His conversion as 
a free lance publicist to the idea 
that most things could be safely 
left to private enterprise had a 
st Kick effect that was good for 
dram atic headlines in the early 
.Nineteen Kilties. 
Today, however, Lilienthal is 
like a thousand other publicists: 
he has to be satisfied with casual 
notice. And so the three lectures 
which lie recently delivered at 
Princeton, New Jersey, bearing 
on the current status of t h e 
‘ atom ,’’ 
made 
no 
particular 
splash. 
This is a shame, for w h a t 
Lilienthal had to say at Prince­ 
ton was informed with the sort 
of common sense that is all too 
uncommon. 
As to what might be called the 
"w ar head atom.” ^benthal at­ 
tacked the "m ythology'’ of nu­ 
clear disarm am ent with refresh­ 
ing reference to the history of 
the Nineteen Twenties and the 
Nineteen Thirties, when Britain 
and the United States were cut­ 
ting back on battleships vis-a-vis 
Japan. 
What happened in the wake of 
th s d sarm ament w as that the 
Japanese got a relatively f r e e 
h md to do w hat the> liked on 
Hie mainland of Asia w ithout fear 
of interruption from the naval 
might of the West. 
And 
Germany, using glkk*r 
training to produce a crop of 
young aviation enthusiasts, vir­ 
tually created the Nazi Luft­ 
waffe when the victorious World 
War I allies, bent on creating a 
"ixaeeful” image, were permit­ 
ting their own aviation programs 
to dwindle. 
Spelling things out with refer- 
en e to the world of UMH, Lilien­ 
thal wonders just what sense it 
would in ike for cither Ila1 U. S. 
or Soviet Russia to surrender an 
existing lead-time in the develop­ 
ment of nuclear military pawer 
when de Gaulle's France is busy 
m iking atomic tests in the Sa­ 
hara and when Red China is 
working covertly to explode tier 
own pioneer atomic bombs. 


Disarmament by the top dogs, 
even if it were possible to get an 
effective agreement, would sim ­ 
ply hind tile world m er to the 
middle dags, who would surely 
be just as intractable as Japan, 
Italy and Germany were some 
thirty years ago. 
Thus, as long as Mao Tse-tung 
and de Gaulle are acting on their 
own, Ialienthal thinks it o n I y 
"official rhetoric" when either 
the Russian or the American 
government 
says 
it 
seriously 
hopes for major disarmament in 
the future. 
Coming 
to 
the 
"peaceful” 
atom, Lilienthal thinks the time 
has come for the federal govern­ 
ment to cease plowing millions 
into its promotion. 
The federal 
stockpiling of uranium, he says, 
will by 1966 produce a surplus of 
a billion dollars worth of fission­ 
able material m er the amount 
needed for weapons. 
The effort to use up some of 
this potential fuel by creating 
atomic electric plants must m- 
e\;t.tbly be limned by the econ- 
om.t-s of the power industry, 
which has recently made v a s t 
strides in cutting the cost of kilo­ 
watts derived from the burn.ng 
of coal. 
Though he is by no mean* an 
enemy of atomic pcwer plants, 
Lilienthal argues that "at the 
time and place the economics of 
power show maxi for atomic en­ 
ergy, 
tin* 
manufacturers 
of 
equipment and the utility indus­ 
try. private and public, will .sup­ 
ply that nc-ed without Govern­ 
ment prodding.” 
What 
particularly 
distresses 
ttie L l tent ha I of 1963 is that dis­ 
coveries in such things as biol­ 
ogy and chemistry languish as 
"two-thirds'” of our research en­ 
ergies are absorbed by die atom 
and its allied apace and defense 
programs. 
Oddly enough, Dr. Git sin T. 
Seaborg, present head of t h e 
Atomic Energy Commission, lent 
some unwitting support last week 
to Lilienthal’s position 
In 
a 
sjxsvh at Tacoma, Wash , Dr. 
Se ibork si*»ke of a dizzy future 
when 
nuclear-!* jwered 
rockets 
will be a commonplace in travel 
to the moon. 
Dr. Seaborg also profit vested 
significant 
break - th roughs 
in 
farming the sea and in forestall­ 
ing cancer by the u r of vac­ 
cines, to say nothing of discov­ 
e r s 
in

things as controlling the weather 
and unravelling tile chemical ba­ 
sis of life itself.

May I discuss at some length 
the possible misconceptions a s 
to the scope and nature of the 
Pocono Mountains Music Festi­ 
val. 
The suggestion is not new or 
■current. 
Actually several years 
ago the thought of a music festi­ 
val was the subject of several 
discussions between H o r a c e 
Heller of the Stroudsburg Daily 
Record, George Clovis of High 
Point Inn, Howard Marshal and 
me. 
What is the true story concern­ 
ing the so-caLled Newport riots 
and can such an incident occur 
here? 
The State of Rhode Island has 
a Liquor curfew law. 
All bars 
close at I:OO a.m. 
Because of 
the Newport Festival amd the 
many thousands who came into 
the community to spend money, 
the curfew was not enforced. It 
was possible to buy liquor for 
off premises consumption a n d 
beer in cans. 
Sometime in 1960, around 9:30 
in the evening while a concert 
was in progress with an attend­ 
ance of fourteen 
thousand, 
a 
number of individuals, many of 
whom 
were 
college 
students 
"from good families" and col­ 
leges, harassed the police in an 
area away from the concert 
area. 
There then occurred a 
series of Keystone Cop chases. 
No one in the festival area even 
knew that the so-called r i o t s 
were even taking place. 
Some 
time around ll:OO o'clock t h e 
Director of the Festival w a s 
asked by the poll e authorities 
to keep the Festival going until 
2:00 o’clock in the morning so 
that the so-called undesirables, 
the college boys "from good 
families’’ could be collected by 
the local police. 
The statement by the Newport 
authorities issued to the press 
that the so-caUed rioters were 
disappointed 
ticket 
purchasers 
was absolutely false. 
In t h e 
first place the tickets for the 
Festival were reserved seats. 
Secondly, the Festival had start­ 
ed very promptly and was al­ 
ready in progross when the in­ 
cidents occurred. 
As a result of the mishandling 
of the situation by the Newport 
authorities the final con ert was 
cancelled and the Board of Di­ 


rectors of the Newport Festival 
sued the City of Newport. 
In 1961 the City of Newport in­ 
vited Sidney Berstein, who will 
be the producer of the Pocono 
Mountains Music Festival, to re­ 
turn and operate the Newport 
Music Festival for that year. No 
incident occurred. 
In 1961, George W’ein operated 
the Newport Music Festival. No 
incident occurred. There was a 
forum on religion and jazz. 
I 
was the moderator. 
My c o I - 
leagues were: Father Norman 
O'Connor, Rev. Eugene C a I - 
lender, Rev. John Genzel, Miss 
Clara Ward the noted Gospel 
Singer, and Maurice Zolotow, the 
noted writer. 
This year the City of Newport 
has again invited George W'ein 
to operate the Festival. 
At no time did any of those 
attending the Festival partici­ 
pate in the so-called riots. 
On 
all previous occasions and sub­ 
sequent occasions there were no 
disorders and it was possible for 
the police to handle the influx 
of crowds. 
What occurred in 
Newport reflects more on the 
caliber of many of our products 
of "Better families" and the un­ 
necessary need on the part of 
the community officials to fabn- . 
cate and falsify the incident. 
No liquor is sold in Pennsyl­ 
vania on Sunday. 
There are 
two concerts scheduled for Sun­ 
day. No liquor will be ro'.d on 
the concert grounds Friday and 
Saturday. We 
feel 
confident 
that 
no 
incident 
will 
occur, 
nor will any incident be p r o ­ 
voked. 
The Pocono Mountains Music 
Festival will not be a jazz fes­ 
tival. 
Essentially the emphasis 
will be on jazz because that 
aspect of music is of the great­ 
est public interest and repre­ 
sents the greatest potential prof­ 
it. There will be one symphony 
concert and we have engaged 
the renowned Symphony of the 
Air with noted conductors and 
soloists.

aesthetically approve of j a z z , 
nevertheless this form of rn usa • 
has become the most important 
musical product af our culture.

If we are to conduct an in­ 
ternational music festival of per- 
manancy then we must accept 
the fact that the programs will 
place jazz and classic music on 
a parity af cultural interest and 
importance.

What 
is contemplated and propased is 
Hie first permanent all m usi: 
festival in the United States. 
There are approximately thirty 
permanent music festivals on 
the European continent. 
In the 
United States we have a few 
permanent c l a s s i c festivals. 
Tanglewood and .Vtpan aire most 
noted. 
Thane is a provisional 
semi-permanent jazz festival at 
Newport and Monterey and pos­ 
sibly several other communities. 
In the Pocono Mountain area 
we plan the first and possibly 
only permanent music festival 
in the United States. The festi­ 
val will be similar in perman­ 
ency and organization to th* 
Bayreuth Festival and the Salz­ 
burg Festival in Europe. 
Some af the more important 
local organizations are already 
planning the availability of per­ 
manent festival grounds. 
The concessions, usually a val­ 
uable source of income to th* 
producer of the concert, will be 
owned and operated by the local 
organizations in tile community 
and the proceeds will be used 
for the publl • work of t h e * * 
group*. After ten years of oper­ 
ation by the present producer 
the profits of die festival will be 
shared equally w.th the cammu- 
n-ity. 
The influx of visitors to the 
community may effect the ecev­ 
enly of the oommun.ty to the 
extent of rn JI inns of dollars an­ 
nually. The success of t h e s e 
concerts will give to the commu­ 
nity and to the Pocono area an 
identification in the world as a 
place of culture and recreation. 
T lx Pocono Mountain area is 
a vacation area. 
In presenting 
itself to tile pubLie as a va) at ion 
area tlxre is. of course, a sacri­ 
fice of municipal privacy as well 
as some personal privacy. 
Because af our superb roads, 
facilities of transportation, meth­ 
ods of advertising and public re­ 
lations there ,s no community ii 
tlx world today that can really 
call itself isolated.

Hie man who came here in the autumn of 1961 from Hie State ; 
University College of Education at New Paltz, N. Y., already has 
tile tennis gears rolling in full motion at college hill. 
Dr. Wolbers. who is tennis instructor at ESSC in addition 
to sen ing as professor of physical education, is the coordinat­ 
ing supervisor of a national tennis school which will he held 
at the ESSC campus June 19-2*. 
Known as the Lei gilt on-Bart a National Tennis School, it is con- . 
dueled by Harry (Cap) Leighton and Judy Bprta, prominent members 
of the tennis world for their teachuig. educating and authorship. 
Dr. Wolbers also is a national figure in tennis circles, having 
served as an instructor in junior tennis development and other phases. J 
He is a member of the Joint United States Lawn Tennis Association- 
\merican Association for Health. Physical Education and Recreation 
Committee. This committee joins physical educators with the top 
tennis organizations in the country in thr promotion of tennis in schools 
and colleges. He has served on the Joint Committee since its in­ 
ception in 1959. 
The course In tennis being offered on the college campus 
this summer places its major emphasis on group methods, 
techniques and organization directed to the promotion and 
teaching of tennis in the school, college, recreation and camp 
program. 
Instruction will mn the gamut of beginning to advanced play. A 
special feature of the course this year will be a review of the current 
skill tests in addition to the extensive testing program being developed 
at East Stroudsburg State by the Graduate School in Physical Edu­ 
cation 
The school will hold two four-day sessions. The first will begin 
the evening of June 19 and continue through the afternoon of June 23. 
The second session will begin the evening of June 24 and end on the 
afternoon of June 29. 
Participating students will he limited to 90 members—45 for each 
session. Total cost per student-including room, board and regis­ 
tration—will he $$0. 
Dr. Wether’* primary concern in this sport is to increase 
youthful participation in the game. As he wrote in a recent 
magazine article: “The more the youngsters come to the 
courts, the more they learn about the game, the more they 
will know what kind of niagie keeps its devotees swinging 
rackets well into their advancing years and supporting it with 
all their hearts." 
In his five years at New Paltz (1956-61), Dr. Wolbers coached 
tennis, soccer and basketball and was the founder of the Hudson 
River Valley tennis tournament, one of the summer highlights of the 
area. 
He also instituted tennis. cross-country and junior varsity basket­ 
ball there as regular sports. In addition, he started a program of 
physical fitness testing for all college freshmen. And he fostered all­ 
campus participation in sports through a strengthened intramural 
program and faculty recreation. 
There I* no denning the tremendous interest he created 
In tennis at New Paltz. And. gl\en the time and opj»ortunity, 
Dr. Wolbers may well diplicate this same feat in the com­ 
munity of East Stroudsburg. He has both the unending desire 
and ability’. 
And for the cynics who doubt it. take a trip to New Paltz some 
time this summer and visit the campus which now has six clay courts 
and is also open to the public. And don't worry if you get there after 
sundown. The lights are on until IO p. rn. and it is not uncommon 
to see a lineup of cars and the benches filled with spectators right 
up to closing time.
